Iraq’s Rapidly Developing Market 
has Many Attractions 


From the Commercial Secretariat of the British Embassy at Bagdad 


RAQ is one of the most rapidly developing countries in the world and it is developing on sound, 
Je directed lines. The country shows many of the characteristics of a boom economy and the 

forward march of progress has continued mainly unhindered by recent political events in the 
Middle East and by the serious but, it is hoped, only temporary diminution in the country’s oil 
revenues. As a market for the United Kingdom exporter Iraq has many undeniable attractions; 
it is a member of the sterling area and so avoids exchange control difficulties; there are few 
restrictions on imports and only about 10 per cent. of the commodities on the customs tariff list 
are subject to any form of import restriction; these consist mainly of agricultural supplies. which 
would compete with local produce. It is a market in which there is a keen present demand for capital 
goods and an increasing demand for an ever wider range of consumer products. 

Capital goods constituted nearly half of the imports in 1956 because in the present early stages 
of Poon wat the emphasis is upon the tools and materials needed to expand the country’s economy. 
There are opportunities for manufacturers of capital i contractors’ plant, i 
materials and electrical goods ranging from large installations to domestic appliances. The country’s 
agricultural resources are being rapidly developed and are creating increased demands for more 
implements, irrigation pumps, tractors, fertilizers, etc. 


Bagdad’s Rapid Expansion 

Any visitor coming to Iraq even after an absence of a couple of years can see 8 
whether he stays in Bagdad or travels in the country. Bagdad itself is in the process of t md = 4 anes 
with new streets, squares, buildings and bridges; the area of the city is fast expanding. A recent 
tendency has been a marked improvement in shops and retail display. The’small bazaar type of 
store is rapidly giving way to more modern types of shops with better presentation of selected 
A firm of British consultants has framed the master plan which will ensure the future development 
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of Bagdad on sound lines and another British firm has been entrusted 
with planning the séwage scheme for the city which it is hoped to 
begin in the near future at a cost of £6 million for the initial stages 
of the work. A large new hotel is nearing completion on the banks 
of the Tigris and the Iraq Development Board, in collaboration with 
the Hilton organization, are planning to begin building a hotel in 
Bagdad next year. The plan to provide clean drinking water and 
electricity in all towns and villages is doing much to improve the 
amenities of provincial life. 

The present and future prosperity of Iraq depends on three factors 
which, taken together, are rare in the Middle East or, indeed, in 
most regions of the world. There is an abundance of unused, 
potentially fertile land, there are ample water resources, so far largely 
unharnessed, and there are massive revenues from oil. The population 
of Iraq, now over 5} millions, has doubled during the past twenty- 
five years and is still rapidly increasing. In its early history the country 
had a population of 20 millions or more and there is no doubt that 
it is capable of supporting at a high standard of living many more 
than its present number of inhabitants. The market for imported 
goods is therefore likely to increase steadily and, with the rising 
standard in the life of the people, there should be an ever. widening 
range of goods in current demand. 


Oil Revenues 


The revenues received by Iraq from oil during 1955 and 1956 
were about £94 million and £80 million respectively; these figures 
represent one quarter of the total national income and are greater 
than the expenditure of the national budget. Taking into account 
the estimated future world demand for petroleum products this 
revenue appears likely to increase substantially during the coming 
years. Being paid in foreign exchange it provides an ample fund 
from which to pay for the country’s import needs. 

By law 70 per cent. of the income from oil is allocated to the Iraq 
Development Board which is entrusted with planning and executing 
the country’s major development schemes. The 1955/60 Development 
Programme envisages an expenditure of over £500 million in the 
six years to March 1960, allocated to the following main headings:

The object of the imine slit is to develop natural 
resources, create wealth and raise the standard of living throughout 
all levels of the population; it is already having this effect and according 
to a recent study the national income per head of the population 
has probably increased by over 60 per cent. during the past five 
years. Among the results already apparent are the miles of first class 
highway which have greatly increased the demand for means of 
transport; smaller cars can now be used in place of the heavier types 
which alone were considered suitable for use on the former rough 
tracks. This phenomenon is also being stimulated by the entry of the 
middle classes into the car-owing categories. The plan to double 
the area of cultivated and irrigated land should offer an increasing 
market for agricultural implements. The provision of water and 
electricity in towns and villages opens a wide field for the sale of 
domestic electrical appliances and sanitary fittings. 


Competition in Electrical Goods 


Air conditioning and ceiling fans, for example, are no longer 
generally regarded as a luxury in Iraq. With a long and fiercely hot 
summer air conditioning is becoming a necessity to many people. 
United Kingdom manufacturers of large scale installations have a 
share of this useful market, but make little impression against United 
States competition in the provision of smaller domestic units. A 
competitively priced domestic unit should sell well here, but it must 
be able to work in temperatures over 120° F. and be backed by a 
good spares and service organization. During 1955 and 1956 the 
output of electricity in Iraq has increased from 70,000 kw. to 230,000 
kw. Furthermore, as the standard of living rises, as it is bound to

Iraq’s foreign trade is not, however, confined to the export of oil 
balanced by imports of all her other needs. Dates, barley, wool, 
skins and tobacco are available for export. The country is the largest 
producer of dates in the world with crops of between 300,000 and 
400,000 tons annually, and the Government-sponsored Date Associa- 
tion has made commendable progress in improving the packaging 
and presentation of Iraqi dates for the markets of the West. This 
year there is a heavy surplus of barley, the disposal of which is causing 
some worry. 

In the future Iraq is likely to become an increasingly important 
exporter of agricultural produce because one of the objects of the 
country’s development plans is to diversify the economy and lessen 
its present dependence on oil exports. It is hoped this year to begin 
construction of a £5 million grain silo at Basra which, together with 
the silos already in use or under construction in other parts of the 
country, will materially improve the quality of grain offered for 
export. 

The United Kingdom is traditionally Iraq’s best customer and 
largest supplier having exported goods during the past years to a 
value of:

Although the above figures show how United Kingdom exporters 
have benefited from Iraq's new prosperity, they also show the extent 
to which other countries have created for themselves a sizeable share 
of the market at our expense. The United States has secured a steady 
13-15 per cent. share of the growing market during the past few years, 
consisting chiefly of automobiles and contractoss’ plant. Iraq’s 
imports from Western Germany have increased from 4.8 per cent. 
of the total in 1953 to 8 per cent. in 1955 and thy gains have been 
especially significant in machinery, vehicles and electrical equipment. 
In the range of cheaper textiles supplies of cotton and rayon piecegoods 
from Japan and local production of cotton piecegoods (about 40 
million square yards annually), have greatly reduced the scope for 
imports from other sources. Japanese exports of rayon piece-goods 
to Iraq have almost trebled during the past four years and were 
valued at £3.4 million in 1956. 


Personal Contracts 


The best advice that can be given to those wishing to tackle the 
market in Iraq is to come and see it. Business conducted by corres- 
pondence may produce satisfactory results, but the local merchant 
prefers to know whom he is dealing with and many agents who might 
otherwise prove satisfactory are somewhat deficient as correspondents. 
The firm which has taken the trouble to make personal contacts will 
always have an advantage. In a market which has developed so rapidly 
it is only to be expected that many of the local firms will be recently 
established and lacking in experience and such firms, many of whom 
are good potential agents, benefit from the encouragement and advice 
which regular visits of United Kingdom representatives can provide. 
In dealing with local firms it is important to state firm prices (which

of credit has become an important weapon of competition and often 
the offer of attractive credit terms will secure an order. This may 
be a regrettable and in some ways unhealthy tendency, but the dangers 
are to some extent lessened by the ever increasing demand for most 
types of goods which keeps the market buoyant. 

Goods which are sold in Iraq should be sturdy for they will have to 
stand up to difficult climatic conditions and in many cases inexpert 
handling whether they be automobiles, tractors or any type of 
machinery. The demand for spares is frequent and all too often unsatis- 
fied. The provision of adequate stocks of spares readily accessible 
at reasonable prices is one of the most important factors in creating a 
good reputation for goods and some highly competitive lines of 
equipment enjoy good sales chiefly because they are backed by a 
reliable spares organization. Another characteristic of the market 
is to require goods in a hurry and the maintenance of stocks on the 
spot is always likely to give a seller a big advantage. Contractors who 
have obtained a contract with a time penalty are unwilling to wait 
until they can accumulate supplies from abroad and they are normally 
willing to pay more for equipment readily available than to wait 
until it can be ordered and sent from abroad. 


Competitive Tenders 


In Iraq all government contracts are put out to competitive tender 
and keen prices are the rule. Major contracts connected with the 
Development Programme are published by the Iraq Development 
Board, those dealing with minor projects, chiefly water and electricity 
supplies in the provinces, are the responsibility of the Municipalities 
Department of the Ministry of the Interior. Miscellaneous govern- 
mental supplies are acquired by the Central Foreign Purchasing 
Board; in the last mentioned category are such items as hospital 
supplies, stationery, and other departmental needs. Information 
regarding calls for tender issued by the above departments is normally 
available in the Board of Trade to any firms interested and copies 
of the tender documents are usually available for perusal. The 
conditions of contract are strict and usually include penalties for late 
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emt Sales 


delivery or non-performance. Sufficient time is allowed to enable’ 
foreign bidders to prepare and submit tenders for any scheme likely 
to be of interest to them. 


competition normally encountered in government business. It is. 
here that questions of credit and delivery are important and special’ 
attempts to satisfy a particular customer are of advantage. As any 
who have had dealings with merchants in this part of the world will 
know, there is nothing that they like better than to bargain and a 
protracted haggle as it would appear to Western eyes is one of the 
attractions of business life. That is why it is important to know whom 
you are dealing with and why the attitude of immutably fixed prices 
and terms of payment is often received with some lack of interest, 
especially if a competitor is willing to enter into the spirit of a bargain 
though his prices prove little more attractive in the long run. It is 
alleged that our competitors tend to be more flexible in their methods 
of negotiation. 
Growing Market 

With its present size of population and standard of living, Iraq 
cannot be regarded as a major outlet for United Kingdom goods 
but during the current year it is importing goods from Britain to a

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United Kingdom Demonstrates Progress in Atomic 
Energy at Levant Fair 


From the British Consulate-General at Naples

Tue 21ST LEVANT FAIR at Bari was inaugurated on September 7, 
by His Excellency, Adone Zoli, President of the Council of Ministers, 
after introductory speeches by Professor Pasquale Del Prete, Pre- 
fectural Commissioner in charge of Bari municipal affairs and 
Professor Nicola Tridente, President of the Fair. 

Bari is, after Naples, the biggest city and most important commercial 
centre in Southern Italy and it properly claims that the Levant Fair is 
the most representative Trade Fair of the South, just as the Milan 
Fair is of the North. The Fair originated as an annual event in 1930, 
whereafter up until the last war its primary purpose was the promotion 
and increase of trade between Italy and the Balkans, Greece, the Near 
and Middle East and North Africa. 

Re-opening in 1947, its scope has been extensively amplified and 
besides continuing to be thoroughly representative of the development 
of the ‘Mezzogiorno’ it,is now an international fair in the widest sense. 
Since then expansion has been marked both in the number of exhi- 
bitors and the area occupied. Im 1956, 24 foreign countries were 
officially represented, whereas this year 30 countries are officially 
represented out of a total of 55 countries showing commercially. 

After the Fair’s re-opening in 1947, the initial main displays were of 
consumer goods and mechanical requirements for wine and olive oil 
production. But latterly, owing to the advent of State aid and planning 
in this part of Italy, there has been an increase in exhibits and demon- 
strations of tractors, agricultural, road and house building plant and 
machinery and water and electrical distribution systems. 


Industrial Expansion 


While Southern Italy is mainly agricultural and pastoral there is 
still great scope for improvement and industrial expansion. Industry 
is not absent. Apart from in Naples where there are major industries, 
plants exist for cement, ceramics, chemicals and plastics and wood 
manufactures as well as saw-mills, tomato and fruit canning, olive 
oil extraction and wine making, tobacco and cigarettes and, in Taranto, 
ship-building. Plans are moreover on foot for the establishment of 





heavier industries in the longer term. Meanwhile, in spite of still 
continuing considerable unemployment, the standard of living is 
rising on the whole and consumption is steadily increasing, particularly 
in such goods as soap, plastic articles, radio and television sets, and 
motor scooters. All these needs and prospects are reflected in the 
Fair’s activities, an important factor of which consists in the facilities 
provided by the ‘Borsa degli Affari’ for transactions on the spot 
between firms of all nationalities. 

National representation at the Fair, for the greater part, but by no 
means all, by Northern Italian firms, becomes every year more 
imposing and extensive. Foreign interests, however, both by means 
of national pavilions and trade exhibits are making annually more 
impressive contributions. 

United Kingdom’s Exhibit 

This year is the first time since 1954 that the United Kingdom has 
taken part officially, although there have been official stands in the 
past and British commercial firms, through their agents in Italy, have 
been annually represented in growing numbers (102 in 1956 against 
77 in 1955), im branches of industry ranging from agricultural 
machinery to domestic equipment and confectionery. 

The British Government theme in 1957 is the United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Programme. Organized jointly by the Board of Trade 
and the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority in consultation 
with industry, the British display demonstrates how atomic power can 
meet ever increasing electrical industrial needs and how Great 
Britain, in collaboration with other nations in this field, is ready to 
place her knowledge and experience at the disposal of the world, having 
regard in this context to Southern Italy where wide industrial develop- 
ment is needed but natural power supply generally deficient. 

The British exhibits cover a space of 300 square metres and include 
models of Calder Hall, the first large-scale nuclear power station in 
the world and of the Fast Breeder Reactor at Dounreay on the North 
coast of Scotland. There is also a special model enabling visitors to 
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see the 135 feet high metal sphere that contains the Dounreay Reactor. 
The Calder Hall exhibits reveal the part played by more than 1,000 
British firms in the successful launching of this new industry. A film 
with sound track in Italian explains the working of a thermal reactor. 

The British exhibition, housed as it is moreover in a building among 
the best situated of any of the national pavilions with its theme of such 
far reaching interest and importance is attracting great attention. 
There should be good reason to hope that the opportunity we are 
giving in Bari of observing by these graphic means our ascendancy in 
the atomic field will lead to closer industrial and commercial ties, not 
only between Great Britain and Italy but with the other nations 
represented. 

Besides the specific features of the British display there is a counter 
for dealing with general inquiries and for the distribution of literature 
covering a variety of trades. 

National Displays 

The American theme this year is Food Processing and Preservation 
and a big feature of the stand is a frozen food plant which is expected 
to process 25,000 Ib. of peaches during the Fair. As also happened on 
the last two occasions an American Trade Mission is visiting the 
South at this time. The part German theme is the utilization of water 
power and irrigation. 

Among other countries nationally represented this year are France 
and Belgium who are main regular exhibitors; Jugoslavia, Czecho- 
slovakia and Albania; most of the Middle Eastern and North African 
countries; Malta, Ethiopia and Liberia, India, Pakistan, Japan; (all 
of these latter by means of small trades and craft goods), and, for the 
first time, the Latin-American countries of Venezuela, Uruguay and 
Bolivia.

Committee on Export Credits Guarantee 
Department 


THE PRESIDENT of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, in agree- 
ment with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, has appointed an 
independent Committee to consider the suitability of the present 
organization and status of the Export Credits Guarantee Department 
for the performance of its statutory duties. The members of the 
Committee will be Sir Eric Speed (Chairman), Sir Thomas Barnes, 
Sir Matthew Drysdale, and Mr. Bertram Nelson. The Secretary to 
the Committee will be Mr. J. Littlewood of the Treasury. 
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Vienna Autumn Fair Reflects Austria’s Prosperity

THE VIENNA AUTUMN FAIR Which opened on September 8 and 
closed on September 15 took place this year at a time when most 
countries are anxious over the lack of balance in world currencies. 
Austria is one of the few European countries whose gold and foreign 
currency reserves have been steadily strengthening over the past 
year. The gold and foreign exchange cover of the note issue has 
reached 92-9 per cent. It is therefore a market unafflicted by payments 
problems, and is both prosperous and expanding. 

The healthy state of the Austrian economy is reflected in the increas- 
ing interest shown in the Vienna Fair. This year the trades section 
of the Fair has again expanded and the number of National displays 
has once more increased. The U.S.S.R., the United States and the 
United Kingdom have separate national pavilions. 

The United Kingdom pavilion was situated this year in an excellent 
position facing the new United States pavilion and near the Hall of 
Nations. The purpose of the pavilion is twofold, to enhance the 
reputation of British industry by a representative selection of the 
best British goods, and to give the local agents a popular show window 
for exhibiting the British goods on sale in the Austrian market. This 
approach is different from that of most of the other national displays 
which are more purely prestige exhibitions. In some cases this 
difference is accounted for by the separate participation of United 
Kingdom manufacturers and merchants in the trade sections of 
the Fair. 

The design and layout of the United Kingdom pavilion was an 
improvement on preceding years. In front of the white facade decorated 
with flags and the coat of arms was an open forecourt on which a 
battery of British agricultural vehicles was drawn up. 

Inside, an impressive official stand dominated one end of the 
pavilion. The theme of the official display was ‘Good Design’ and 
the Design Centre in London had brought together a representative 
selection of well-designed British goods ranging from tennis rackets 
and picnic sets to glass and textiles. 

The inquiry desk on the official stand was manned by the Com- 
mercial Secretariat of the Embassy and a representative of the British 
Travel and Holidays Association. . 








The central stand in the British pavilion, was taken by a well- 
known group of telecommunication, television and radio manu- 
facturers, whose demonstration of underwater television from a 
pond in the gardens proved a compelling attraction. Opposite to this 
was the stand of The Birmingham Engineering Centre, featuring a 
display of British engineering products. Staff were available to 
answer engineering inquiries. The English Reading Room staged 
an exhibition of British books, showing in particular the wide range 
of excellent cheap editions. 


One side of the pavilion was taken by local agents of United 
Kingdom manufacturers of electrical domestic equipment, who 
arranged a collective display of washing machines, refrigerators, dish 
washers, electric irons and other goods. In addition there was a 
display of textiles, toys, medical and inter-communication equipment. 


The Vienna Autumn Fair is the most important in a country where 
trade fairs play a great part in commercial life. The record attendance 
of 170,000 on the first day, a Sunday, this year is an indication of 
its popularity; week days are less crowded but there are more serious 
trade inquiries. In the face of an attendance of well over half a million 
at this Fair, one wonders whether British industry can afford not 
to take more advantage of such a shop window. Austria intends to 
be a member of a Free Trade Area in Europe, and the opportunities 
for the sale of British goods will widen as the few remaining barriers 
to imports are dismantled. It is worth noting in this connection that 
Austria, though a small country, is surrounded by six others, and 
many of the visitors to the Vienna Fair come from her neighbours. 
In particular, Austria still provides a western shop window for 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Poland. 


United Kingdom exports to Austria have indeed, increased steadily. 
But only 4-5 per cent. of Austria’s total imports come from the United 
Kingdom. This proportion has remained about the same for some 
years, and the increase in value has been caused by the expansion 
of the Austrian market. There is no doubt that not only the value 
but the British share of the Austrian market could be expanded. 
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Provisional Figures of United Kingdom Trade in August 


Tre VALUE of United Kingdom exports in August was £269-4 
million. This was £12 million less than in July, but exports in August 
are usually affected by holidays. Taking July and August together, 
exports were 1} per cent. less than the monthly average for the 
first half year but 7 per cent. more than in July/August, 1956. (These 
comparisons exclude silver bullion repayments to the United States 
which ran from April 1956 to April 1957.) 

Imports in August amounted to £335-6 million, £24 million less 
than in July. In July and August together imports were very slightly 
below the first half year’s monthly average but 7} per cent. higher 
than in July/August 1956. 

; nea in August were £10-5 million, £1 million more than in 
uly. 

The excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, 
valued f.o.b., was £55-7 million in August, £13 million less than in 
July. The average for July and August, £62-2 million, was £5 million 
more than the monthly rate in the first half year and £8 million more 
than in July/August 1956.

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Export Achievements of United Kingdom Firms 


Below is a further list of important export orders or contracts 
recently obtained by United Kingdom firms. The Board of Trade 
Journal will be pleased to consider other examples and to publish 


those of outstanding value or significance. 


Hydraulic shop cranes for Hungary and Germany. Chamber- 
lain Industries Limited of Leyton, Essex, have recently received an 
order from Hungary for a Staffa 2 two-ton capacity hydraulic shop 
crane. The Staffa 2 is a portable shop crane which is claimed to have a 
multitude of uses in industry, particularly in engineering workshops 
and garages where a simple and easily transportable lifting appliance 
is in constant demand. The firm has also recently sold a similar type 
of crane to a German industrialist. The sale of the latter was arranged 
through the agents of the firm in Solingon and it is understood that 
further sales are anticipated as a result of the agents’ exhibit of the 
Staffa 2 at the Essen Cutting and Welding Exhibition. 


New Indian Ocean air base. Richard Costain Limited of London 
have won a contract, worth £2 million, to construct the new Indian 
Ocean air base on the Maldive Islands, which is intended to replace 
the existing base in Ceylon. Work is to start immediately on the 
project and will continue for about two years. The plant and machinery 
to be used as well as the hutting and main materials will be obtained 
from the United Kingdom. Aggregate for concrete will be quarried 
locally and the supervisory staff will be British. The project is part 
of the new strategic defence programme for the Far East. 


Catalytic oil gas process plant for Malta. An order has been 
received by the gas plant division of The Power-Gas Corporation 
Limited, Stockton-on-Tees, from the Government of Malta for 
Segas catalytic oil gas process plant. The plant consists of two units 
of the twin vessel type, mechanically operated. The contract includes 
the supply, delivery to site in Malta, erection on foundations made 
by the company and supervision of initial operation. Maltese labour 
under supervision by the company’s engineers will be used extensively 
during erection of the plant. 


Poland orders tanning machinery. Orders for a considerable 
amount of modern tanning machinery have been placed with the 
machinery equipment division of Barrow Hepburn & Gale Limited 
of Mitcham, Surrey, by the Polish Ministry of Light Industry. 
Representatives of the machinery equipment division have paid 
several visits to Poland in connection with the orders. 


Electronic computer for Durban. Durban City Council has 
ordered a Hollerith Type 1201 electronic computer from the British 
Tabulating Machine Company. The computer will be used for 
producing light and telephone accounts, at a rate of 1,000 an hour, 
and will prepare municipal employees’ pay-sheets and leave records. 
The City Treasurer calculates that, by diverting staff to more pro- 
ductive jobs, this computer will save ratepayers some £37,000 a year. 


Housing construction in Southern Iraq. George Wimpey and 
Company have been awarded a £2,628,251 contract for the construc- 
tion of a housing project at Basrah, Southern Iraq. The project, 
by the Iraq Development Board, consists of 1,776 houses. 


Power generating equipment for Sore gy: Metropolitan-Vickers 
Electrical rt Company Limited have received an important 
contract for power generating equipment from the Government of 
Iraq (Development Board and Ministry of Development). The 
order, worth about £686,000, is for three 15,000-kilowatt steam 
turbine-generator sets and associated steam condensers, auxiliaries 
and spares, The equipment will be installed in a new power station 
to be built at Basrah, the port of Iraq on the Persian Gulf. 


Re-organization of broadcasting station at Ankara. A con- 
tract, valued at £1,000,000, has been awarded to Marconi’s Wireless 
Telegraph Company Limited, by the Turkish Radio Administration.

Fixed Capital Expenditure During 1957 and 1958 


MANUFACTURING COMPANIES co-operating in the Board of 
Trade’s quarterly inquiry into fixed capital expenditure were asked 
at the beginning of May this year to revise, if they wished, the 
estimates on expenditure during 1957 which they had provided towards 
the end of 1956, and to give a provisional indication of their expected 
expenditure during 1958. 


Many companies do not normally settle their plans for expenditure 
during the coming calendar year as early as the middle of the current 
year and, while the response has been very good, it has not been so 
complete as that to the inquiry at the end of last year in respect of 
expenditure during 1957. In addition to the fact that the plans for 
1958 of those companies providing estimates are in many cases of a 
very provisional nature, it should also be borne in mind, therefore, 
that the estimates given below are based on a less representative 
selection of companies than is usual in these inquiries. 


Provisional Estimates of Expenditure During 1958 


Compared with their revised estimates of expenditure during 1957, 
companies’ provisional estimates of their expenditure during 1958 
indicate a decrease in total expenditure of 5 per cent. (expenditure 
on plant, machinery and vehicles 3 per cent. lower, and on building 
work 9 per cent. lower). It is to be emphasized that the estimates for 
1958 are, for the reasons given above, of a very provisional nature; 
moreover, in the past there has been a tendency for successive 
revisions of earlier forecasts to be in an upward direction. A com- 
parison, for example, of the provisional estimates for 1958 with 
provisional estimates for 1957 made at about the same time last 
year would indicate that expenditure during 1958 will be about the 
same as during 1957. For these reasons the most likely estimate of 
1958 expenditure is that it will be about the same as 1957 expenditure. 


Revised Estimates of Expenditure During 1957 


Estimates made from returns so far received indicate that manu- 
facturing companies will spend 7 per cent. more than they planned to 
spend in 1956, compared with the earlier estimate of a 1 per cent. 
increase on 1956.* This upward revision is due to increases in expected 
expenditure on plant, machinery and vehicles. The largest upward 
revisions were by motor manufacturers and companies in the food, 
drink and tobacco and the engineering, shipbuilding and metal goods 
trades. Expenditure on plant, machinery and vehicles by all manu- 
facturing companies is now expected to be 12 per cent. higher than 
expected expenditure during 1956; this compares with the earlier 
estimate of an increase of 3 per cent. Expected expenditure on building 
work has been revised downwards (the largest revision being by 
companies operating in the chemicals and allied trades, and the 
textile and clothing trades), and is expected to be 10 per cent. lower 
than expected expenditure during 1956. The earlier estimate was of a 
decrease of 7 per cent. 

These revised estimates of changes between 1956 and 1957 are 
based on returns of expenditure from a smaller number of companies 
than contributed to the earlier estimates made at the end of 1956. 


Actual Expenditure During the First Half of 1957 


Many companies have now made returns of their actual expenditure 
during the second quarter of 1957, and it -is provisionally estimated 
that the increase in total expenditure by manufacturing industry, 
compared with the second quarter of 1956, was somewhat smaller 
than the increase during the first quarter (9 per cent. compared with 
13 per cent.). During the first half of 1957 expenditure was 11 per 
cent. higher than during the first half of 1956; this compares with the 
estimated increase for the whole of 1957 of 7 per cent. 


Provisional estimates of actual expenditure indicate an increase 
on plant and machinery of 16 per cent. compared with the second 
quarter of 1956, the same increase as that during the first quarter this 
year, and a slightly smaller decrease in expenditure on vehicles over a 
year earlier (17 per cent. compared with 21 per cent.). For the first 
half of 1957 expenditure on plant, machinery and vehicles together 
was 13 per cent. higher than a year earlier compared with the 
estimated increase of 12 per cent. for the whole of 1957. The estimate 
of actual expenditure on building work is of a decrease of 5 per cent. 


compared with the second quarter of 1956; the first quarter of 1957 
showed an increase of 16 per cent. over a year earlier and for the 
first half of 1957 there was an increase of 5 per cent. This compares 
with the estimated decrease of 10 per cent. for the whole of 1957. 

Any revisions to these estimates of expenditure during the first 
half of 1957, and the usual details of expenditure separately for 
broad groups of industry will be published in the Board of Trade 
Journal towards the end of October, together with figures for the 
shipping industry and ‘Other industries and services.’

Import Duty on Cold-reduced 
Iron and Steel Sheet 


UNDER THE Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 6) Order, 1957, the 
import duties on a wide range of iron and steel products are suspended 
until March 18, 1958, and under the No. 10 Order, 1957, the sus- 
pension of duty on almost all plates is prolonged until September 18, 
1958. After consultation with the Iron and Steel Board about the 
supply position, Her Majesty’s Government have decided that the 
suspension of duty on most types of cold-reduced sheet of a value 
of less than £90 per ton should also be prolonged until September 18, 
1958. 

A new Order, the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 12) Order, 1957 
(S.I. No. 1625) has been made, and came into operation yesterday. 

Copies of the Order may be obtained from Her Majesty’s Stationery 
Office or from any bookseller, price 3d. (by post 5d.). The question 
of further suspension of duty on other iron and steel products after 
March 18, 1958, is being examined; an announcement in respect of 
the duties on these other products will be made in due course.

Index of Retail Prices, August 1957 


At auGusT 13, 1957, the official index figure, which measures 
changes in the average level of retail prices compared with the level 
at January 17, 1956 (taken as 100), was 106, compared with 107 at 
July 16. Calculated to one decimal, the August index was 106-4 
compared with 106-6 for July. 

The fall in the index during the month was due mainly to reductions 
in the average prices of potatoes, tomatoes, sugar and bacon. These 
reductions were partly offset by higher prices for eggs and coal. 

Details of the principal changes between mid-July and mid-August 
will be given in the September issue of the Ministry of Labour Gazette 
to be published on September 26. 
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Marked Increase in Hire-Purchase Debt in July 


THE HIRE-PURCHASE DEBT, which had fallen slightly in June 
after rising steadily throughout the preceding months of this year, 
rose sharply in July, reflecting a marked increase — of 13 per cent. — 
in the value of the debt owing to finance houses, the greater part of 
whose business is concerned with motor vehicles. The debt owing 
to retailers for household goods continued to fall slowly. In conse- 
quence of these movements, the combined hire-purchase debt rose 
about 5 per cent. during July, and at the end of the month was only 
very slightly below its July 1956 level. 

There was a marked increase in the value of new credit extended 
by finance houses direct to hirers for new and used motor vehicles. 
Advances for new cars rose by 16 per cent. between June and July, 
while the value of new credit extended in July for commercial motor 
vehicles was one-fifth higher than in June. 


Extension of Statistics 


In order that the retailers’ statistics may be more fully representative 
of credit trading in durable goods, their scope is being extended to 
include business arranged under credit sale agreements and other 
forms of instalment credit trading. The revised statistics, being col- 


lected from July, will replace the previous statistics covering hire- 
purchase business. The previously published series will not therefore 
be continued (except as noted below) and a new series will commence 
with the publication next month of information on the changes in 
hire-purchase and other instalment credit business between July and 
August. A similar change is being made in the statistics for finance 
houses. 

To preserve some measure of continuity, contributors (both retailers 
and finance houses) are being asked to contribute figures of their 
debt on the old basis (i.e. consistent with the previously published 
series) for some months, and this material has been used to continue 
the statistics of hire-purchase debt. (Table 1). 


Moreover, since instalment credit business in most types of motor 
vehicles is done predominantly, if not entirely, under hire-purchase 
agreements, the extension of the hire-purchase statistics to include 
credit sale agreements does not affect the statistics of finance houses’ 
new business in these commodities to any appreciable extent. The 
old series of statistics have therefore been continued for these 
commodities in Tables 2 and 3.

Table x shows changes in the combined hire-purchase debt owing to 
retailers and finance houses at the end of each month. The first part of the 
table shows changes in the hire-purchuse debt owing to retailers on agree- 
ments entered into between customers and retailers. These agreements 
may be entirely financed by the retailer and held by him or they may 
subsequently be discounted by a finance house; in either case the amounts 
outstanding from the customer are included in the figures of debt owing to 
retailers. The table also shows changes in the hire-purchase debt owing to 
finance houses on agreements entered into between customers and finance 
houses. The debt owing to finance houses, thus defined, is additive with 
the debt owing to retailers. 

At the end of 1955 the hire-purchase debt was: owing to household 
goods shops, approximately £280 million; owing to finance houses, at least 
£169 million.

Allocation of New Gold for Home Jewellery 
and Watch-case Making Industries 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that as from October 1, 1957, 
a limited allocation of new gold will be made to manufacturing 
jewellers for jewellery and watch-cases for the home market. 

The gold will be made available to jewellers and watch-case 
manufacturers through their normal refiners who will allocate the 
limited amounts available, on applications from their customers, in 
proportions related to their customers’ usage of gold in recent years. 

For many years, the jewellery trade has been unable to get supplies 
of new gold for home production and has had to rely on diminishing 
supplies of scrap gold to meet home demand.

Report on the Iron and Steel 
Industry in Europe 


A report by the Iron and Steel Committee describing the situation 
in the iron and steel industry in Member countries of the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation has been published as part of 
the third series of ‘O.E.E.C. Studies on the Trends in Economic 
Sectors,’ under the title ‘Iron and Steel Industry in Europe.’ Copies 
of the booklet, published by O.E.E.C. in Paris, are obtainable in the 
United Kingdom from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, W.C.2 and 
branches, price 10s., by post 10s. 3d. 


Although the Report is on much the same lines as that published 
by the O.E.E.C, last year, it contains a more detailed study of matters 
relating to manpower and productivity, as well as a new section, 
which deals first with trade between the European Coal and Steel 
Community countries and secondly with trade between the O.E.E.C. 
and non-O.E.E.C. countries. It is stated that under the stimulus of 
very keen demand, the iron and steel productions of the O.E.E.C. 
countries in 1956 were 6.5 per cent. and 7 per cent. higher than in 1955, 
being respectively 60 and 83 million tons. In the conclusions reached, 
particular attention is given to the current problems of the European 
Iron and Steel Industry.

The article below is based on extracts from a new Economic Survey of the Dominican Republic, prepared by the British 
Embassy at Ciudad Trujillo, and published for the Board of Trade by H.M. Stationery Office, price 2s. 3d., by post 2s. 5d. 


THE PROGRESSIVE improvement in economic prosperity and pro- 
ductivity in the Dominican Republic has been accompanied by 
sustained attention to the development of communications, harbours, 
power and light supplies, hygiene, education and other services which 
are capable of affording present and future benefits to the Republic’s 
social and economic status. Moreover, potential sources of wealth 
which have hitherto been only partially exploited, notably mineral 
deposits and hydro-electric power, are being surveyed with a view to 
their utilization in the further expansion of the national wealth. A 
policy of controlled immigration is designed to furnish a steady 
increase in manpower necessary for the optimum exploitation of the 
predominantly agricultural potential and at the same time to reduce 
dependence on the importation of seasonal labour from neighbouring 
territories. 

The United States has the leading position as the source of capital 
and consumer goods; European trade connections were, of course, 
unavoidably disrupted by the war but have revived, and competition 
is becoming keener every year. The outlook for British trade was 
examined in 1952 by a United Kingdom trade mission to the Latin 


American dollar account countries in the Caribbean, its report 
being published by H.M. Stationery Office in 1953. 


The Dominican Republic occupies the eastern two-thirds of the 
island historically known as Hispaniola, its neighbour in the western 
portion being the Republic of Haiti. The extent of Dominican 
territory is nearly 19,000 square miles; with a population estimated 
(in 1955) at approximately 2,500,000. 

As a dollar account country, the Republic offers opportunities with 
which British exporters might advantageously become better 
acquainted. In the case of legitimate commercial transactions exchange 
control presents no problem; import restrictions are confined to a 
very few categories of commodities to protect local manufactures 
and are not irksome. The salient feature of the import trade is the 
commanding position held by the United States, which in 1955 
supplied 64:7 per cent. of the country’s total imports. The pattern

Iron and Steel. In this market there is a certain amount of local 
competition and protection to contend with since the Arms Factory 
at San Cristobal (about 30 km. west of Ciudad Trujillo) produces a 
range of iron and steel manufactures, principally concrete reinforcing 
rods, pipes, barbed wire and some items of hardware. The United 
States leads in supplying iron and steel manufactures, but Germany, 
Belgium and France are competing keenly for shares in the market. 
The United Kingdom’s lowly position in i with those 
countries is partly attributable to inability so far to compete effectively 
in respect of delivery dates. 

Motor Vehicles and Bicycles. In the past few years certain 
types of British motor-cars and motor-cycles have established them- 
selves reasonably well in this market; a limited range of British cars 
was effectively displayed by local agents at the Ciudad Trujillo Inter- 
national Fair in 1955-56. Their appeal lies in their economy, both 
in initial and running costs, but they are meeting with increasingly 
severe competition from German and Italian products in the small 
and medium horse-power classes. The same is true of motor-cycles, 
particularly as the motor-scooter is growing in popularity for use in 
towns. In 1955, 1,141 motor-cars were imported from the United 
States, valued at RD.$2,156,451; in the same period 206 British 


motor-cars, valued at RD.$236,683, were imported. Heavier motor 
vehicles, mainly lorries, numbered 1,045 (value RD.$2,521,514) from 
the United States, 50 from the United Kingdom (value RD.$76,598) 
and 14 from other countries. It is to be noted that these figures do 
not necessarily comprise vehicles specifically ordered for the use of 
the Government, including the armed forces, as statistics of duty-free 
imports are not available. 

The exact figures of imports of motor-cycles in 1955 are not shown 
in the Customs returns separately from those of pedal bicycles. In 
this combined category British products far outstripped those from 
elsewhere, the total number imported from the United Kingdom 
being 4,522 valued at RD.$142,078. (It is clear that the vast majority 
of these were pedal cycles.) 


British manufacturers of motor vehicles not already represented 
here are likely to encounter some difficulty in penetrating this market 
by reason of the limited number of agents who will provide the neces- 
sary facilities for after-sales service. The importance of attention to 
this point cannot be over-emphasized if the reputation of British 
vehicles as a whole is not to suffer. 

Diesel-engined commercial vehicles are being imported in increasing 
numbers, mainly from the United States. They are found particularly 
useful for work with trailers on sugar estates. A number of diesel- 
engined lorries are used by the armed forces for general transport 
work. 

Public transport is provided 
hice based on ents aad Gamat body eoek locally. Taxis are 
available for urban and inter-urban transport; standard American 
passenger cars are used extensively for this purpose. 

Chemical and Pharmaceutical Products. The raw materials 
in this category are imported in only small quantities and the bulk of 
the trade is in products manufactured abroad. Here again the United 
States is shown as the largest supplier but there are interesting 
possibilities for enterprising ip on the part of British 
manufacturers especially as regards fertilizers, insecticides and fungi- 
cides, since cultivators and livestock breeders are being exhorted to 
use more fertilizers and intensified efforts are being made by the com- 
petent authorities to combat plant and animal pests. The recent rise 
in sugar prices should stimulate the demand for fertilizers quite 
considerably. There is keen competition from Germany in pharma- 
ceutical products. 

Over 22,000 metric tons of fertilizers were imported in 1956; 
about 87 per cent. of that quantity came from the United States and 
roughly 10 per cent. from Germany. 


Demand for United Kingdom Goods 


In spite of the very unfavourable trade balance created by United 
Kingdom purchases of raw sugar, the Dominican Republic’s potenti- 
alities as a market for United goods must be surveyed in 
the light of certain other hard facts. The country has enjoyed con- 
siderable prosperity for some years and its Progressive policy in the 
exploitation of its natural resources makes it a developing market. 
At the same time it has a population of approximately 2} million and 
its purchasing power is unevenly distributed. Moreover, channels of 
trade with the United States are firmly established and are easily 
maintained by reason of geographical proximity and excellent 
communications by sea and air, giving the United States business 
man a distinct advantage in securing the benefit of personal contact 
with his clients and in studying the market at first hand. 

The essence of the problem of increasing British trade with the 
Dominican Republic lies in offering competitive prices and deliveries. 
The average Dominican merchant does not ordinarily carry large 
stocks and rapid delivery ia often more important to him than the 
lowest price. In the case of certain classes of capital goods (e.g. 
electrical equipment) a readiness to conform to United States standards 
may be an essential condition of doing business. 

While it is not suggested that the expenditure of time and money 
on a visit to the Dominican Republic alone would normally bring 
commensurate returns to the individual exporter, the frequency and 
regularity of air services through Ciudad Trujillo afford

Visits by representatives of United Kingdom firms are undoubtedly 
one of the best means of stimulating a demand for United Kingdom 
goods where it is possible to offer competitive prices and delivery 
dates. Provided these conditions are satisfied there is considerable 
scope for increasing United Kingdom exports to the Dominican 
market. 


Business Methods 


Due attention should be given to local business methods. A con- 
siderable volume of the import transactions is conducted on a sight 
basis; instances of dealing on the basis of irrevocable letters of credit 
are rare. In cases where satisfactory relations have been established 
and credit is extended to the purchaser, 30, 60 or 90 days sight drafts 
are the normal medium of payment. The possible availability of credit 
terms from alternative sources of supply is liable to be a factor in 
the prospective importer’s decision as to the placing of his orders, 
in addition to considerations of price and delivery dates. 

The limits imposed by the size of the population and the modest 
purchasing power of a large proportion thereof may suggest a com- 
paratively small market, but it should be borne in mind that the United 
Kingdom is the Dominican Republic’s second best customer, that 
this is a dollar account country and that it offers prospects of rewards 
for keen and persevering enterprise. The market is compact in that 
the bulk of the import trade is channelled through Ciudad Trujillo. 
It is thus not a difficult matter to acquire a fair appreciation of its 
particular features in the course of a few days’ visit. Moreover, 
visits by manufacturers’ representatives (preferably with some ability 
to speak Spanish) are useful as a means of creating goodwill and of 
selecting a suitable local representative. Samples whose value does 
not exceed RD.$2,000, imported by bona fide commercial travellers, 
are admitted without payment of Customs duty provided that they 
do not remain in the country more than four months. The Customs 
authorities may require payment of a deposit returnable when the 
samples are taken out of the country. Commercial travellers whose 
principals have no resident agent in the country are required to take 
out a business licence costing RD.$100, valid for six months, before 
soliciting or obtaining orders. Catalogues and other advertising 
matter are subject to an import tax of 23 per cent. ad valorem. 

It is of the utmost importance to comply strictly with the Dominican 
requirements in respect of shipping documents when consigning 
goods to the Republic. Details are obtainable from Dominican consular 
officers in the United ing institutions operating in 
the Dominican Republic do not, as a rule, undertake to handle 
consignments and consigning to the importers direct does not offer 
more than the ordinary risk when dealing with reliable persons, as 
they are able to obtain possession of the goods only through presenta- 
tion of the original documents or by obtaining a duplicate consular 
invoice from the Customs if the original shipping documents are 
delayed. In the latter case, the Customs require the filing of a bond 
for an amount ordinarily in excess of the value of the merchandise. 

Careful attention to the packing of goods is advised, particularly 
in the case of goods which require protection against the effects of a 
hot, damp climate and of a medium-length sea voyage from a temper- 
ate to a tropical clime. 

Goods valued at RD.$100 or more and imported as first class matter, 
parcel post or air-express parcel must be covered by a consular invoice 
in quintuplicate and a commercial invoice in triplicate, duly certified 
by a Dominican consular authority. 

Legislation was enacted in 1952 to protect local agents against 
financial loss resulting from arbitrary dismissal by their principals 
abroad. The relevant law (No. 3284) stipulates that local agents, 
representatives, distributors, etc., are entitled, in case of dismi 
or replacement without justifiable cause, to an indemnity from their 
principals proportionate to length of service or average commission 
and bonus, as the case may be. 

There are acvertising agents in Ciudad Trujillo and the usual 
publicity media, including television, are available. Catalogues are 
most effective when printed in the Spanish language and showing 
the United States dollar equivalents of prices. As far as possible, 
advertising matter should contain pictorial illustrations of articles 
offered for sale. 

There is considerable advantage in writing by air mail as surface 
mails take from four to eight weeks to arrive from the United Kingdom. 
Even an air mail letter is apt to lose some of its initial impact if the 
relevant catalogues arrive several weeks later.

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Britain’s Fashion Fair in Sweden 
a Proved Success 


As A DIRECT result of the British Fashion and Textile Fair which 
was held in conjunction with St. Erik’s Fair in Stockholm from August 
31 until September 15, orders worth nearly one million pounds had 
already been placed with United Kingdom textile manufacturers 
and there was a firm prospect of larger orders following. 


This information was given at a press conference in London on 
Monday by Mr. V. G. Sherren, managing director of Trade Fairs 
and Promotions Ltd., the organizers of the exhibition. He added 
that the British display was five times larger than any other at the 
Fair, and of the displays arranged by the seventeen foreign countries 
represented, sixteen were Government-sponsored, Britain’s display 
being the sole exception and the only show to concentrate on a single 
industry, specialization which had proved remarkably successful. 


In terms of press coverage, the British show, which was seen by 
nearly half a million visitors, secured more space in Sweden’s national 
and local papers than did the rest of the St. Erik’s Fair put together. 
Test counts made on the first full day after the opening showed that 
visitors were passing through the “Terylene Hall,’ at the rate of 850 
an hour. 


The Nordiska Kompaniet Ab., the largest department store in 
Stockholm, placed a sample order worth £45,000 for 10,000 pairs 
of “Terylene’ and worsted trousers. A manufacturer displaying drip 
dry shirts reported receiving 450 inquiries in one day. Substantial 
orders were placed for men’s cloth caps (many of these in turtan 
patterns being bought by ladies for motoring wear), bowler hats and 
complete men’s suitings. Tufted carpets and candlewick bedspreads, 
bathmats and dressing gowns, made in the United Kingdom were a 
great attraction especially as their quality was superior and their 
price from 15 to 20 per cent. lower than similar goods from West 
Germany, hitherto Sweden’s main source of supply. The popularity 
of the fashion parades was such that 80,000 women each paid the 
equivalent of three shillings to see the show. Particularly favoured 
were the clothes shown by the three British male models, especially a 
dinner suit in midnight blue. The creations displayed by the six 
British mannequins were also well received, dresses in nylon chiffon 
being loudly applauded. One useful criticism was noted in that 
Sweden would have preferred to have seen more of the Scottish 
kilts, tweeds and knitted goods. 


Mr. Sherren stressed that if British manufacturers were going 
overseas with similar shows, it was essential that they should specialize 
in one branch of industry rather than present a miscellaneous show. 
He said that a specialized exhibition stood a much better chance 
of making a big impression on the overseas trade and the success 
of the British display at the St. Erik’s Fair had already been proved 
by the fact that the cost of organizing the display was but a tenth 
of the value of orders placed already.

Regulations for Labelling of 
Hosiery Amended 


IT HAS BEEN announced that under Order in Council P.C. 1957-781 
of June 13, 1957, the Canadian regulations respecting the labelling 
of hosiery have been amended. The full text is given below with the 
amendments in italics: Se 


1. These regulations may be cited as the Hosiery Marking Regulations. 
Interpretation 


2. (1) In these regulations, 

(a) ‘cotton’ means the product made from the fibrous material 
of the cotton plant; 

(b) ‘hosiery’ includes all types and kinds of socks, stockings, 
anklets and goods of a similar nature, circular or full fashioned, 
that are produced or sold in Canada; 

(c) ‘label’ includes any advertisement, poster display card, invoice, 
receipt, ticket, tag, sticker or mark that has reference to any 
hosiery; 

(d) ‘linen’ means the produce made from the fibrous material of 
the flax plant; 

(e) ‘material content’ means the fibre yarn, thread, strand or 
fabric composed of any textile fibre or a combination of two 
or more of them; 

(f) ‘nylon’ means a textile fibre or yarn made from chemically 
produced protein-like materials known as ‘polyamides’;

The Bahrain Government is to provide considerably extended 
warehouse and storage facilities. The present capacity of 33,500 tons 
covered storage and 5,000 tons open storage is to be increased within 
two months by 24,000 tons and 12,500 tons respéctively; by 1958 it 
is estimated that the total storage capacity will be 100,000 tons. 

The decision to provide free transit facilities represents a major 
move by the Bahrain Government to try to retain and possibly to 
increase the entrepot trade of Bahrain which has declined in recent 
years.

Public Notice No. 43-L.T.C.(P.N.)/57 of AB oe 29, 1957, ing the 
grant of import licences for capital goods and heavy electrical t during 
the quarter July-September, 1957, had emphasized that, a@ view to 
minimizing the expenditure of foreign exchange in the immediate future, 
preference would be given to continuing schemes and new projects would be 
scrutinized very strictly. Importers , therefore, been warned that before 
actually starting negotiations with overseas suppliers, they should obtain 
from the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports an indication of the 
kind of deferred payment terms which would be acceptable having regard 
to the exchange saving potentialities of the project. 

Government have noticed that in a large number of instances, intending 

importers are carrying on negotiations, without prior consultation with 
the Chief Controller of Imports and for projects which are not 
likely to qualify for an import licence at all or on payment terms which are 
not likely to be acceptable. 

To avoid this, it has been decided that in all cases before opening 
negotiations with suppliers or credit institutions abroad importers should 
obtain forward advice from the import control authorities, which will be 
given in the form of letters of authority/intent.
